education 
at 
New York 
University, told the convention of 
School Superintendents and Priuci* 
pats of C onnecticut in session at 
Yale University today. 
Eight thousand men, women and j 
Child tx n met death by accident in 
the United States during the last 
vear. the speaker said. Of this num ­ 
ber 49.000, a life every ten minutes, 
might have been saved by the gene­ 
ral application of safety instruction 
in 
schools. “ The reason 
for 
this 
needless sacrifice Is til at fhe deve­ 
lopment of modern "Civilization bas 
been so rapid our intlligenee has 
not kept up with it. 
’‘Installation of s k ^ ty instruction 
would 
require 
but 
inconsequential 
changes in present public school cur­ 
riculums,” Dr. Payne declared. “The

assumes

teacher utilize accident situations to 
give p u r p o s e to the school work. In 
writing exercises, instead of wilting 
the familiar ‘Now is the time for all 
good men to come to the aid of the
